Dear Mr. Brown: 


This is further to your complaint dated 12 March 1990 
concerning the 13 February 1990 program of "Morningside" about 
the method used by clinical ecologists to treat people suffering 
from "environmental hypersensitivity". 


The Commission has carefully reviewed a tape of the 
broadcast in question in light of the concerns expressed in your 
letter of complaint and the CBC's letter to the Commission dated 
31 July 1990 (copy enclosed). 


You note in your letter that environmental 
hypersensitivity is an umbrella term referring to a wide range of 
disorders, having in common a vulnerability to natural and 
synthetic chemicals. Focussing on the personal experience of 
Andrea Wells, who has environmental hypersensitivity, the CBC 
chose to discuss one issue relating to environmental 
sensitivities - that is, the treat ent offered by clinical 
ecologists. The program nvironmental 
hypersensitivity with the theories of clinical ecologists as you 
suggest, but, rather, it presented the treatment by clinical 
ecologists as one way to treat this disorder. Furthermore, the 
host of the show stated clearly that the discussion would only 
address some of the causes of environmental hypersensitivity.
